A METEOR. 
A friend on Loard the "J. S. schooner 
Oa-ka-hy-e has favored us with the ful- 
lowing: 
On the night of the 26th of May, 1843, 
about II o'clock, we then being in 
lat. 13 N. lon. 75 W., there appeared 
one of the most brilliant metoric phenom. 
ena that I have ever witnessed. The 
whole heavens were illuminated: and 
seemed for a moment as if adout ww break 
out into one extended sheet of fame.— 
The meteor itself was’ about one-third 
the size of the full moon, it appeared 
nearly i the zenith, and travelled with 
an excelleruted velocity from NW. to S- 
Fe. performing an era of abyut 25 de- 
grees; it then exploded, dividing into sev 
eral fragments looking like so mony 
shooting stars. Between eight and ten 
minutes after the explosion. we heard 
a repost resem ling a distant gun, but 
more prolonzed; like the rolling sound of 
distant thunder. I should judge that we 
were about 130 miles from the spot 
where the explosion took place. What 
sensations it must have produced in one 
who could have been within a mile o:

Fires. —The Chemical works of Mr 
Bowing, in Thirty-second street. ‘Tenth 
avenve, were discovered on Saturday 
morning to be on fire. ‘The Herald says: 
“The building bad a quantity of phos- 
phorus and other combustibles of a like 
nature for the manufacture of matches io 
it, whieh in a short time enveloped the 
whole range in flames, There was also 
a quantity of vessels, worth about $2 
each, destroyed, together with all the ma. 
terials belonging to the establishment. 
Fortunetely no uiher buildings were at- 
tached to the premises, or they would 
most assuredly have been destroved. The 
loss sustained by Mr Bowing wil be a- 
bout $1000; and that of his foreman, who 
had some articles in the building, abou! 
$250. We understand the premises were 
not insured. 

At 3 o'clock vesterday morning a de. 
structive fire broke out in the Iron Foun. 
dev of Mr Savory, Harsimus, Jersey 
City. which burned with sach™ rapidity 
that before the engines could arrive, the 
whole building. together with a stable and 
dwelling house, were in flames. The 
Foundry contained a quantity of material 
for casting, together witha large stock 
of patierns and tools, which wers all de- 
stroyed. The stable bad some valuable 
horses in it, which were set at liberty the 
moment the fire was discovered, but a 
quantity of hay and straw and other feed 
was consumed. ‘The dwel ing house also 
shared the same fate with most of its fur. 
niture. The loss will not be less than 
$6000, of which a small portion is in- 
sured. \t is believed to be the work of 
an irceodiary, —[ Herald.

The Miss- 
issippi makes a curve at Nauvoo, so 
that the city is washed by the river 
on the north and west and south. A 
gradual ascent for a mile and a hal! 
gives the city a fine appearance from 
the river, aflording, also, a command- 
ing view to all resident there. The 
temple is nearly completed, surround- 
ed by a stone wall, apparently twelve 
or filteen feet high, [that is, will when 
built.] Near the temple stands a 
stone building, incompleted, designed. 
at its commencement, fora hotel. 
is contemplated now to complete i: 
for pornos of education, Many of 
the houses of Nauvoo are of good size; 


built of brick, and indicating a com-

Most 
of the residents are in log cabins, many 
of them neatly whitewashed. As we 
approached the city—just as the sun 
was rising over the hills, and reflect- 
ed back from the glittering white sides 
of hundreds of these cabins—it louk- 
ed like an encampment. |! under- 
stand that the settlers are more com- 
fortable than they have been at any 
previous period. They will steal

It was the opinion of a gentleman of 
that county, on board, that before two 
years shall have passed another Mis 
souri war will be enacted there, [ot 
course if mobocracy rules.)

A ‘cane 
from the tomb of Mahomet many a 
sober, sedate, common-sense citizen 
would love to possess. Why not. 
‘ikewise, one from the garden of the 
Prophet of the West? ‘The hats were 
neatly made, and sold well. [Hats and 
canes find ready purchasers—what! 
buy from thieves? ah ye wretch!] It 
is strange, but itis true—the Mor- 
mons seem to be unshaken in their 
confidence that Joe Smith was the ap- 
pointed Prophet of God. [That's a 
fact] That he was corrupt, some 
freely admit; but not so as to abate a 
single jot from the high authority vest- 
ed in him as a minister of heaven.— 
What is to be the fate of Mormonism 
in the West? and into whose hands 
is the fair site of Nauvoo to fall with- 
in the next ten years?
